POTATOES PLENTIFUL AND CHEAP. 
In the chief potato growing counties; large 
stocks of potatoes remain on hands, and, as 
a rule, supplies are plentiful everywhere. 
Little selling is being done, and, with demand 
weak, prices rule low. In light of the heavy 
supplies, current prices in County Dublin 
were - 4s. to 5s. per cwt. In County Wex- 
ford there were some purchases of potatoes 
for shipment to Cardiff, the ay paid being 
from £2 10s. to £5 per ton.

CATCH CROPS AND WINTER WHEAT. 
Catch crops, which received a check in 
growth from the frosts in December, made 
little or no progress during January, owin 
to the constant rains and the water-logge 
céndition of the soil. Early sown plots on 
warm dry land show most promise. In Co. 
Cork plots of rape and starters were cut 
back severely by frost; plots of rye and 
vetches in that county are, however, 
to be covering in well. In Co. Cavan and Co. 
Monaghan, the heavy rains.and harsh weather 
proved severe on plots of catch crops, though 
some of these in sheltered positions are re- 
ported to be doing well. 
Plots of winter wheat are described as 
thin and poor in West Cork, but some of 
these on dry soils promise well. In Co.
